Crozier replies 
to Guardian

Mr Brian Crozier, Director FWF’s board, and that Ius 


of the Institute for the Study 
of Conflict, has challenged the 
Guardian to print letters 
from his files which re’ate to 
articles published last week 
about the news agency Forum 
World Features. The letters 
appear on page 9. 

By these letters, Mr Crozier 
seeks to show that almost from 
the beginning of his work with 
FWF, he was resentful of CIA 
influence in the news agency 
and that he fought a successful 
battle to rid FWF of a director 
whom he feared to have CIA 
connections, and to avoid using 
material * which was just not 
news. He also seeks to establish 
that FWF’s funding came from 
independent US businessmen 
and not from the CIA. 

There is no doubt that Mr 
Crozier was unhappy about the 
CIA’s role—’* not that I have 
anything special against,• the 
CIA.” The letter to Mr Iain 
Hamilton of March 10. 1966, is 
explicit. It also says that Mr 
Crozier is to resign from FWF—' 
a break which he finally made 
eight years later. 

Mr Crozier was dissuaded 
from leaving FWF in 1966. He 
says he was satisfied that the 
pressures upon him to publish. 
. v non-news” material had 
ended, that the .director who- 
caused 'him concern had - left 


anxiety about the source of 
FWF’s finance had been re¬ 
moved. 

A further factor in Mr Cro- 
zier’s decision to stay with 
FWF was an appeal by four of 
the staff. Two of them, John 
Tusa and Patricia Stonebridge, 
have told the Guardian that Mr 
Crozier at no time conveyed to 
them his disquiet over the CIA. 

A third employee who asked 
him to stay was Mr Robert 
Gene Gately, who was in charge 
of FWF’s finances. The Guar¬ 
dian’s investigation last tracked 
down Mr Gately to a desk in 
the CIA office in Bangkok. Ke 
left that post for Washington in 
the week before this year’s 
coup • in Thailand. Mr Gately 
was given the job at FWF by 
Mr John C. Hunt, the FWF dir¬ 
ector who concerned Mr Cro¬ 
zier. 

' Mr Hunt ran the Pqris. office 
of the Congress for Cultural 
Freedom, a • CIA-funded oper¬ 
ation which mobilised Western 
liberal intellectuals against 
Marxism in general and ■ the 
Soviet threat in particular. It 
was the CCF which set up 
Encounter - magazine, and 
Forum Information Services 
from which FWF was to grow. 

Mr . Crozier says that his un¬ 
derstanding of the structure, of 
FWF was that it was to be free

' I SHALL NOT speculate on 
the reasons that caused the 
' Guardian, last. July and in re¬ 
cent days to publish smear 
stories about me and my asso¬ 
ciates. The errors of fact are 
so numerous that it would be 
-tedious to compile a full list. 
The editor has, however, 
undertaken to publish various 
letters in my personal files, 
which present a very differ¬ 
ent picture from the one that 
has been presented by Guar¬ 
dian reporters.. 

The letters printed in this 
space today all concern 
Forum World Features, the 
international press agency 
which I directed between 
February 1966 and June 1974. 

Shortly after my resigna¬ 
tion from the. Economist 
early in 1964, I was 
approached by Mr John Hunt, 
at that time executive secre¬ 
tary of the Congress for Cul¬ 
tural Freedom in Paris, who 
sounded me on the possibility 
of my agreeing to take over 
the three press features ser¬ 
vices at that time offered by 
the Congress: Forum Informa¬ 
tion Service (in English, 
from London); Preuves Infor¬ 
mations (in French, from 
Paris); and El Mundo en 
Espanol (in Spanish, from 
Paris). I declined. 

Later that year, I agreed to 
tour Latin America as a con¬ 
sultant for the Congress (a’ 
tour which I combined with 

des UreS for COm the SIO inagazine 
Encounter, and news stories 
for The Sunday Times, with 
which I was at that time on 
contract). On my return, I re¬ 
commended that the Spanish 
press service from Paris 

should be professionalised 

(along with the others) and 
sold instead of given away to 
interested newspapers. I also 
strongly recommended that 
the service should cease to 
carry articles about Congress 
activities-of no special inter¬ 
est to Latin American 

^Inthe spring of 1965,1 was 
approached again by Mr 
Hunt,.who announced that Mr 
John ' HayWhitney, had 


upon agreed to take over 
these services, professionalise 
them, expand them and offer 
them on contract to news- 
; papers in many countries. 

The deciding factor was Mr 
Whitney’s involvement: I 
. had known Mr Whitney when 
be was ambassador in. Lon¬ 
don, and of course his reputa¬ 
tion as proprietor of the New 
York Herald Tribune and his 
interest in the whole field of 
communications were well 
known to me. I made it clear 
that my acceptance of the 
presidency of the proposed 
company was conditional 
upon the withdrawal of the 
Congress For Cultural Free- 


1965, I learned for the first 
time that the Congress was to 
be represented on the board 
of the new company—in the 
person of John Hunt himself. 
Shortly afterwards, a further

Two members of the staff

I discovered to my great

declined to use them. Since 
the job as it was developing, 
and the degree of interfer¬ 
ence from the Congress were 
quite contrary to the- condi¬ 
tions as originally proposed, I 
decided to indicate my 
diminishing interest in the 
company by voluntarily re¬ 
ducing my own salary by £750 
a year (as acknowledged by 
John Hunt in his letter to me 
dated December 15, 1965). - 

I had another major reason 
for reducing my involvement, 
or even resigning altogether, 
in that I was under contract 
to Eyre and Spottiswoode in 
London and. Little, Brown in 
Boston, to write a new and 
critical biography of General 
Franco. At the stage I had 


My letter to lain Hamilton, 
dated March 10, 1966, refers 
to my misgivings at this 
point. It will be noted that I 
mentioned rumours that the 
Congress for Cultural Free¬ 
dom was funded by the CIA. 

This connection was later 
publicly disclosed. 

I wrote to Mr Michael Jos- 
selson, executive president of 
the Congress, on March 19, to 
resign. A collective letter 


represented on the board of 
Forum World Features. 

Thereafter and in the subse¬ 
quent-years, there was never 
any pressure upon me from 
any source to include items 
in the FWF service. My col¬ 
league Iain Hamilton, who 
eventually took over from me 
as chairman in Britain, was 
equally free from outside 
. pressures. At ;all. times, .we 
personally controlled the con¬ 
tent of the service, and were 
indeed given complete free¬ 
dom by the board subject 
only to budgetary limitations. 

Towards the end of 1972, 
Mr Whitney, who was in his 
late sixties, indicated a desire 
to reduce some of his busi¬ 
ness interests, including 
Forum World Features. On 
Janury 24, 1973, he was suc¬ 
ceeded by Mr Richard Mellon 
Scaife^of Pittsburgh as sole 
proprietor of Forum World 
Features (in all its ventures, 
including the FWF book pro¬ 
gramme, in which FWF acted 
as agents for various distin¬ 
guished authors). 

Another venture at this 
time was the Current Affairs 
Research Services Centre, 
built around the Library 
which I had initially created 
by gifts and loans of my own 
accumulated archives. This 
library was subsequently 
transferred to the Institute 
for the Study of Conflict, as a 
personal gift from Mr 
Whitney; and was later 
helped by a small ($20,000). 
three year grant from the 
Ford Foundation. 


few issues of the ISC’s well 
known series of monographs, 
Conflict Studios, on a com¬ 
mercial basis. I had intended 
to build up the Research 
Centre to offer research ser¬ 
vices to big companies. Mr 
Whitney and his financial 
adviser, the late Samuel C. 
Park, were sceptical of the 
possibilities of this proposal, 
and Mr Whitney appointed a 
New York stockbroker, Mr 
Train, to come to London and 
conduct a feasibility assess¬ 
ment. As recorded in one of 
these letters, the assessment 
was negative, and apart from 
the gift of the library, Mr 
Whitney was in no way in- 


Sfudy of' Conflict, which was 
launched on the basis of priv¬ 
ately raised funds, and in 
effect took the place of the 


with .my own creation, the 
ISC, and With my writing 
activities. Finding the burden 
excessive, I eventually re¬ 
signed, with effect from June 
30, 1974. I was succeeded as 
chairman by the then manag¬ 
ing director. Iain Hamilton. 


decision to withdraw his sup¬ 
port from FWF are outlined 
with great clarity in his letter 
to Mr Hamilton, dated May 
10. 1975. The article in Time 
Out purporting to “ expose ” 
the alleged CIA control of 
FWF did not appear until 
June 20 and the .article 
cannot therefore have been 
the cause of the decision to 
discontinue the FWF service. 
Although I was informed of 
the decision, as a matter of 
courtesy, I had no part in it. 

For the record, the Insti¬ 
tute for the Study of Conflict 
is neither owned; nor 
financed nor controlled by 
the CIA or any other intelli¬ 
gence service or government 
department in this or any 
other country.

Paris, June 10, 1965 
Dear Brian,—I am sorry 
that I have not been able to 
write you earlier, with re¬ 
spect to our new Forum Fea¬ 
tures agreement. My silence 
is the result of my trip to the 
US, from which I have only 
recently returned and of the 
necessity for me to check out 
all final details with Mr 
Whitney and Mr Park. I am 
glad to say that everything 


the details of our agreement. 

The starting date for the 
new company will be July 1, 
1965. You will be president 
of the company with Gene 
Gateley as vice-president and 
treasurer, Tarzie Vittachi as 
vice-president for African 
and Asian affairs, and Murray 
Mindlin as secretary. Your 
salary will be £2.250 per year. 
As for the modes of payment 
of this salary, I suggest that 
you see Kenneth Donaldson 
to whom I am sending a copy 
of this letter. Donaldson's 
office which is being estab¬ 
lished as a separate company 
will hopefully carry out the 
auditing and finance func¬ 
tions of Forum Features, and 
I am at present negotiating 


responsible for developing 
this arrangement and because 
of my historical connection 
with Forum Features, Mr 
Whitney has asked me to be 
the board member directly 
responsible for liaison be¬ 
tween the stock holders and 
the company. In turn, I in¬ 
tend to hold Gene Gately re¬ 
sponsible for financial 
matters.. There will be no 
need for you to get involved 
in administration and finance 
since the time which you can 
give the company will be 
limited and therefore preci¬ 
ous, and your role is clearly 
connected with policy and 


This means that you should 
keen in close contact with 
Gene on the various projects 
that you wish to undertake as 
well as on any commitments 
of funds. I am counting on 
Gene to handle these matters 
so that the other members of 
the team can devote them¬ 
selves exclusively to the crea¬ 
tion and successful placing of 
the Forum Features products. 
You should check with Gene 
Gately wtth regard to your 
budget. Mr Whitney tentati¬ 
vely plans to put about 
$100,000 a year into Forum 
Features. This year’s/budget 
will of course depend on the 
' nature of the terminal grant 
that the Congress makes 
available to the Features 
Agency, but I will work out 
these detailswith Gafely. 

Merrier and Iglesias will be 
meeting with you and . your 
staff members in July in 
order to plan the future func¬ 
tioning of the Spanish branch 
of the Features Agency. I 
have told Merrier that this 
should be carried out from 
Paris only until we have 
found the proper man to han¬ 
dle the Spanish service on a 
full time basis. At that time, 
the Spanish service should 
join the Home Office in Lon¬ 
don. From London also, I 
expect you to carry out a 
modified form of the French 
service which we have been 
operating to -date. This will 
-certainly not be on the scale 
of the English or Spanish 
operation and, in fact, I think 
it would suffice to have a 
first-class-translator attached 
to your office. This is some¬ 
thing, however, that you will 
wish to work out during the 
summer and we can talk 
about it again in September. 
But the point is that all of 
the services will be run out 
of the London office. 

One of the most important 


sources of the material for 
Forum Features should be 
good articles from the press 
that our clients are not likely 
to read. I am thinking of the 
Italian press. . the Neue 
Ziircher Zeitung,' etc. For this 
purpose, you need someone 
who reads these papers regu¬ 
larly and who could bring 
things to your attention. I 
urge you to use Leo Labedz 
for. this. As he is already 
working in this connection 
with various components of 
the Congress, his services will 
not cost you anything. I am 
writing to him today to men¬ 
tion this arrangement and 
will urge him to get in touch 
with you.

Dear Iain,—Please forgive 
this rather faint ribbon : time 
it was changed. I just wanted 
to let you know that I am 
planning to quit as chairman 
of Forum World Features, 
although the company was 
only set up recently, and my 
own association with the ven¬ 
ture of professionalising the 
old giveaway service is less 
than a year old. 

Actually, there are a 
number of reasons, and one is 
my need to go to Spain on 
the Franco contract. But 
there’s something else—a 
kind of unease. I suppose, 
arising from the rumours 
which you. must have heard 
too. that 'the Congress for 
Cultural Freedom is funded 
by the CIA. Not that I have 
anything special against the 
CIA, but what I specifically 
resent is the continuing pres¬ 
sure I get from the Paris 
head office of the Congress to 
pubUsh this or that. Some of 
the things they want us to 
publish just aren't 
NEWS. Mostly, I just say 
NO anyway. As result, I know 
I’m not too popular with 
Mike Josselson or John Hunt, 
but what the hell! What’s the 
point of hiring a pro like me 
to run a features service then 
trying to foist unsuitable 
stuff on him ? I thought I 
should let you know this, and 
I think I’ll write a letter of 
resignation to Mike before 
long. By the way, -I was 
firmly told at the start that 
the Congress would drop out, 
but I learned with my confir¬ 
matory letter that John Hunt 
was supposed to be on the. 
board. Better out, I say.—

Dear Mike,—I have been in 
two minds abouF writing this 
letter at this particular time. 
On the one hand, I didn't 
want to do anything that 
might spoil your impending 
holiday. On the other, I didn’t 
want to appear to be acting 

turned. In the' end, I decided 
it would be unfair to you not 
to let you know my intentions 
before your departure for the 
Virgin Islands. 

What I want to tell you, 
then, is that I shall be writ¬ 
ing to John Hunt at the end 
of this month to resign as 
chairman of Forum World 
Features. Although there is 
no contractual obligation on 
my part to do so, I think it is 
only fair for me to give the 
usual three months’ notice. 
My resignation will therefore 
take effect at the end of June. 
. I don’t think this decision 
will come as a surprise to 
you in the light of our pre¬ 
vious correspondence, and in 
particular, of my letters to 
John of September 4 and 
Decembers, 1965, of which I 
think you received copies. My 
views on the organisation of 
the service, on the method of 
indirect control through 
John, and on the differences 
between the offer originally 
made to me and the job as it 
has actually turned out, are 
well known to you and within 
limits, to John. 


The deciding factor, how¬ 
ever, is simply that- the job 
makes demands on my time 
that prevent me from devot¬ 
ing the required attention to 
my biography of Franco.'It is 
true that I have broadly suc¬ 
ceeded in not spending more 


correspondence and other 
matters concerning Forum 
cannot be compressed into 
one day. Indeed, as I told 
John right at the beginning, 
this is not the kind, of job 
that can be done satisfactor¬ 
ily on a part-time basis, 
whether one call® oneself 
“ director general ” or 
‘‘chairman.” Nor can one 
evade administrative involve¬ 
ment,, since, in the end, all 
decisions have to be taken by 
me. In effect, my publishers 
have been subsidising the 
time—or some of it—that I 
devote to FWF. The volun- 


therefore solved nothing. The 
remedy, however, does not lie 
in giving me a more realistic 
salary, since it is time, not 
money, that I am short of. 

The problem is. in fact, big¬ 
ger than Forum, as far as I 
am concerned. I am seriously 
behind schedule with my 
book. and. I have come to the 
conclusion that so long as I 
remain in London, the calls 
that are made on my time 
will inevitably impede pro¬ 
gress on the book, to an 
excessive degree. I have there¬ 
fore decided to move to 
Madrid with my family, from 
next September, and to live 
there during the second year 
of my contracts with Eyre & 
Spottiswoode and Little. 
Brown of Boston. 

Needless to say. I shall be 
only too willing to help in 
any way I can with any hand¬ 
over arrangements you may 
contemplate, and with profes¬ 
sional advice on FWF and its 
future. I continue to think 
ihat it offers considerable 
potential for development; 
and I am convinced that the 
path of wisdom lies in con¬ 
solidating the professional 
and commercial standing of 
the organisation before using 
it to any degree for other 
purposes. 

Despite inevitable differ¬ 
ences of approach, I have 
enjoyed working with you. I 
am sorry I can’t see the pro¬ 
ject through to its ultimate 
expansion on a world-wide 
basis. But I do believe a 
worth-while service has been 
established, with a sound 
working team to keep it 
going.—With warm regards.

From John Hay Whitney 
to Brian Crozier 
September 23. 1969 

Dear Mr Crozier. — Mr 
Train has reported to me his 
opinions on the Current 
Affairs Research Services 
Centre following his visit 
with you and members of 
your staff in London. 

Although the proposed 
Conflict Papers appear to be 
of great potential interest, Mr 
Train’s findings point to the 
need for a considerable in¬ 
crease in investment if the 
project is to yield appropriate 
returns. It is also clear from 
his report that the time re¬ 
quired to achieve v iability for 
CARSC as a whole is likely to 
extend well beyond our ori¬ 
ginal anticipations. 

Because of this, I reluc¬ 
tantly have had to conclude 
that for the present the " Re¬ 
search Centre ” should con¬ 
fine itself solely to the book 
•publishing effort. We are im¬ 
pressed with the book pro¬ 
gramme that you have begun 
and look forward hopefully to 
an expanding list of titles and 
authors. 

As for the Conflict Papers, 
all outstanding commitments 
will, of course, be met, and I 
propose to make it possible, 
if you consider this neces¬ 
sary. to produce one or two 
further titles. My objective In 
this regard is to provide a bit 
of time so that, if you wish to 
seek alternative' financial 
backing to enable the project 
to continue, possibly on a 
non-profit-making basis, it 
will be available to you. I 
think this basis of operation 
was what you had in mind 
originally. 

I know this decision will 
come as a disappointment to 
you. and I wish you every 
success if you search for 
other funds. 

I shall leave it to Mr Park 
to work out the budgetary de¬ 
tails with you, Mr Eprile and 
Mr Jotikasthira. on the basis 
of an approprirate reduction 
of expenditure between now 
and the end of Fiscal

Dear Mr Scaife,—When we 
met in your office on Thurs¬ 
day, March 7, you listened 
patiently while I explained 
how the mounting pressures 
in my professional life were 
making it increasingly 
difficult for me to fulfil my 
responsibilities as president 
of this company, I expressed 
my desire to step down, and 
you were kind enough to take 
a sympathetic view of my 
problems. 

This, then, is my formal 
letter of resignation as presi¬ 
dent of Kern House Enter¬ 
prises Limited (Forum World 
Features). 

As you know, I would have 
found myself unable to take 
this step, whatever the pres¬ 
sures. even as recently as 
three years ago. Now, how¬ 
ever, it has become possible 
because the team running the 
company and producing the 
service has proved itself to be 
highly efficient. I have no 


hesitation in recommending 
that fain Hamilton should 
succeed me as president, 
while continuing as managing 
director and treasurer. There 
is in my view absolutely no 
need, as there would have 
been in earlier years, to look 
elsewhere for a successor to 
me. Nevertheless, for reasons 
of administrative con¬ 
venience. and to ensure a 


resignation should- become 
effective at the end of the 
current financial year of the 
company—that is. at the end 
of June 1974. 

Needless to say, I feel some 
regret at the need to take 
tiffs decision.
